The Hartnell governing, board 
overruled nearly two. months of 
faculty and student objections May 
15, by voting to implement the 
management reorganization plan 
proposed by  Superintendent- 
President Dr. Gibb Madsen. 

On a motion by trustee James 
Schwefel, the board gave unanimous 
approval to the plan which 
eliminated department | chair 
positions and creates a new structure 
of five associate deanships. 

“We can’t delay this decision any 
longer,” said Schwefel prior to his 
motion, adding, We are reacting toa 
situation thrust upon us by legislation 
and we would not be contemplating 
this move were we not faced with 
collective bargaining.” 

. Before the vote, trustees heard 
continued dissent over the plan. Jack 


Wing, instructor, presented 
documents which contested 
administration claims and the

reorganization would save the school 
money. 

“| don’t think your figures are 
valid,” said Wing “You are leaving a 
paid position out of your 
calculations. The effect of this is that 
the people who fill these dean 
positions will be required to work 

more time for less. pay.’ 

“People may be willing to do that, | 
don’t know,” said Wing. 

Instructor Barney Muldoon, a long- 
standing critic of the plan, accused 
the board of overreacting by 
instituting an, “unnecessary”, shift. 
Muldoon compared the present 
situation. with the emergency 
resolution of a year ago, saying, ‘Last 
year the board acted as if the sky was 
falling and enacted actions which 
time has shown to be completely 
unneeded. The same foolish sense of 
urgency is apparent now.”’ 

Muldoon maintained that 
reorganization would eventually cost 
the school $150,000.

~ -Review: ‘Robber’ play is funny 
but needs to be louder

Poor diction and voice projection marred the 
_May 4 performance of “The Robber Bridegroom” 
at Hartnell. 


This hilariously funny play featured a silly, funny 


plotline and good’ music and dancing. But these 
elements combined with the (generally) good 
acting cannot be truly appreciated unless the 
audience is able to hear the words and understand 
them. 

Even in the third row, this was sometimes 
difficult. 

Esther Harp in her acting debut as Rosamond, 
carried her part very well. Some of her movements 
seemed a little forced -- she walked as though the 
stage were made of eggshells. But her expressions 
and delivery are appropriate to both the scene and 
the character. 

Miss Harp’s singing was fine. She has a rich, 
sweet voice, but she needs to be louder. 

As the gentleman robber Jamie Lockhart, 
Michael Reed put in a good performance that 
could have been improved in two respects: 1) more 
mobility of facial expression; and 2) more volume. 
Reed has an excellent speaking voice, with varied 
inflection and pleasant masculine tones. But his 
singing was virtually inaudible -- even with 
amplification.’ 

As for facial mobility, Reeds expressions were 
fine for film acting; but stage drama requires 
exaggeration, An actors gestures should be as clear

press ‘as is’, accounting for many of the errors in 
the magazine. 

Some of the contributions to the magazine were 
quite good; if given proper play they would: have 
been even more outstanding. But ragged copy-edit- 
ing marks and incorrect spellings dashed hopes 
of proper display. 

The title page of the journal boasted a personal 
note to the assistant editor; it was the only time 
Shipp’s name was mentioned in the magazine. A 
piece of paper bearing ASHC vice-president’s Gary 
Karnes’ name effectively covered Shipp’s name on 
the back cover. 

Of the journal, Shipp said, ‘(journalism 
instructor) Mr. Andre said | should just chalk it up 
to experience. But | wish | could erase the

the robber manages to pull one off. Especially, 
Reed should have put more expression into the 
scene where he steals Rosamond’s clothes. 

Pat Horsley as the scrawny, plotting stepmother, 
Salome, performed her part to perfection. 
However, she did not ‘sing loudly enough .or 
distinctly enough. Ms. Horsley painted her 
character quite beautifully, both in gesture- and 
expression. The scenes where she tries to ‘‘vamp”’ 
the available males were quite funny. 

A. hearty round of well-deserved applause 
greeted Babak Mokhtari’s Goat. Goat, for the 
uninitiated, was a mental defective employed by 
Salome to ‘‘do Rosamond in.’’ Mokhtari’s 
performance had the audience choked with 
laughter, especially the scene where he attempted 
to carry out the dreadful deed. Mokhtari provides 
some of the funniest moments in the play. 

Other performers worthy of recognition were 
Terry Beswick and Michael Kubick, as Little Harp 
and Big Harp, respectively.*These two actors play 
off each other well, although their props could 
have been more refined. (1 would have preferred 
not to have seen how Kubick’s head got in that box, 
even if it was easy to tell.) 

Other props were also weak. | don’t object to 
people pretending to be doors «nd trees, but | think 
Ms. Harp’s ‘‘pregnant stomach” needed to be more 
securely attached. Also, | have never seen a baby 
who looked like the burlap bags used to represent 
Rosamond’s twins. Couldn’t they find any dolls? 

Others in the ‘cast who turned in credible 
performances were Frank Olivas as the talking 
raven -- he really sounded like a mynah bird | once 
met; and Robert Fogg as Clement Musgrove, 
Rosamond’s father. Fogg looks and acts like the 
“noveau riche” planter he portrays. However, he 
too, needs to learn to project his voice. 

A word about the problems with volume: this is 
something that often causes problems for actors in 
the main theatre. It is a large theatre, but it’s not so 
large that people should have that much trouble 
making themselves heard, especially when they 
have three microphones to back them up. Voice 
projection is a fundamental element of stage 
acting: without it, a good play and_ fine 
performances are wasted. | suggest that all these 
actors try Demosthenes’ remedy: put pebbles in 
their mouths and try to make themselves clearly 
understood above the ocean’s roar. 

Beyond the volume problem, though, | truly 
enjoyed “The Robber Bridegroom.’’ The sometimes 
earthy, salty language did not offend me and | 
found the action amusing. 

An extra round of applause should go to the 
dancers who moved with nimbleness, grace and 
vigor. ‘They really looked like they enjoyed 
themselves, too.

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never would have passed without the 
support of people who rent housing. 

Low density housing gets a nod of 
approval from Mélendez. ‘‘Not 
apartments,” he cautions. “Look at 
the area down Sanborn and east of 
Laurel:. packing in all those human 
beings in that small area creates 
problems for the future. | think they 
should’ consider other places for 
apartments,” he says. 

Money and how it is spent is 
another important issue with 
Melendez. He feels there is no 
accountability, that the city council 
members put too much money into 
open-ended commitments. He cites, 
as an example, the fact that tax 
money is being'used to contest a 
lawsuit for a public figure. “That 
money should be providing services 
for the people, not saving face for 
someone who should have known 
better,’” Melendez says 

At the core of Melendez’s decision 
to run is his personal discontent over 
the lack of communication citizens 
have with elected officials. He 
describes . the present 
communications as ‘‘usually a 
monologue” and says that two-way 
interaction is badly needed. ‘The 
philosophy is rather narrow,” he 
notes. “It runs rather deeply to the 
conservative slant, and it is thing- 
oriented.’” Melendez feels that city 
council is a forum where people can 
express their needs. But, he says, 
“They have lawyers now who are 
advising (city) councilors not to 
speak to people. That's ridiculous!” 

“lam. (running as) an open 
candidate,” he says, ‘I appeal to all 
people like myself who feel they 
haven't been able to establish a 
dialogue with the people who run our 
city.” 

Melendez is running his campaign 
on a door-to-door level. Active in 
many community affairs such as 
MEChA, League of United Latin 
American Councils (LULAC) and 
organizer of a_ telethon last 
December, he is nevertheless 
surprised when people recognize him. 

As for money backing, that comes 
from ‘‘The people: | have received no 
check for more than $100,” he says. 

lf he wins, Melendez is hopeful 
that he can bring about the changes 
in attitude that he feels are necessary 
within the city council. ‘‘The mere 
fact that | am able to make it onto 
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Hart teacher campaigns for city seat

that board may open up the board, 
he feels. 

And what are his chances of 
winning? “I think a lot of people are 
of the opinion that my chances are 
very good, up from marginal two 
weeks ago.” He plans to step up his 
campaign, conduct moré door-to- 
door interviews, and toward the end 
of the campaign, he may buy 
advertising time on television. 

In spite of his involvement with 
MEChA and LULAC, and his teaching 
position--he’s slated for six English 
classes next year--Melendez thinks 
he'll be able to continue his other 
activities and carry out the duties of a 
city councilman, if he wins. “You 
discover that you can reach and get 
that extra commitment,” he says 
However, he does concede that he 
may have to drop one English class if 
he wins.

Every English teacher in the 
Mexican state of Sonora will have the 
opportunity to benefit from the skills 
of Hartnell’s English as a Second 


Language (ESL) instructor Donna 
Gomez. 
Mrs. Gomez. will. conduct an 


intensive four day workshop in San 
Diego August 6 under the auspices of 
San Diego State University. A similar 
workshop held in March was 
extremely successful. 

“The Minister of Education in 
Mexico decided that the border states 
should offer better English,” said Mrs. 
Gomez. ‘Kids had been getting to the 
university and flunking.” 

English teachers were “teaching 
students to read (English) before they 
taught them to speak,” according to 
Mrs. Gomez 

Hartnell graduate Gilberto 
Gutierrez, who now teaches English 
in Hermisillo,; Sonora and has “fond 
memories” of Hartnell instructor. Al 
Schoepf’s English classes, felt that 


Hartnell might be able to hel 
alleviate some of Sonora’s Englis 
problems 


Gutierréz came to Hartnell during 
March with the general director of 
colleges in Sonora, Francisco Curiel 

As a result of their visit Mrs. 
Gomez traveled to Sonora and 
conducted a two day workshop for 
English teachers from the state’s eight 
colegio de bachielleres (equivilant to 
our community colleges). 

“The state paid for all of the 
English teachers in Sonora to 
participate in the workshop,’ said 
Mrs. Gomez. 

“1 taught methodology, how to 
teach English and writing, the cloze 
method of vocabulary enrichment 
‘and pattern practice drills,” she said. 
“! took boxes of work sheets and 


things that | have developed over the 
vears.”’ 

Mrs. Gomez is not being paid for 
her workshop services. “| am volun- 
teering because |. think that it’s a 
worthy cause.” 

One hoped-for result of the 
workshops is an exchange program 
between. Hartnell and Sonora 
schools. 

“They would send a teacher to us 
to work with me as a student teacher” 
said Mrs. Gomez. “Their teacher 
would learn. techniques by. actually 
workine in the classroom. We would 
send someone like Aurora Mendez 
down with a group of 20 students who 
are learning to speak Spanish and 
who want to learn about the Mexican 
culture,” and 20 Mexican students 
would visit Salinas. 

“The problem,” according to Mrs. 
Gomez, “is that proposition 13 says 
that we can’t It would cost 
approximately $500 for .room and 
board for a student for six weeks. The 
students from Mexico do not have 
that kind of money.” In order for the 
students to meet expenses they would 
need help from. Hartnell which. is 
operating on a tight budget. 

“This is the kind of thing | think 
should be done at Hartnell. We 
shouldn't just leave it to the state,” 
she said. 

“We are a central California county 
that greatly reflects Spanish culture,” 
she said. “It would be good for 
students. from here to go down 
because there is a great conflict 
between Mejicanos and Chicanos.” 

Mrs. Gomez hopes that the 
program will soon become a reality. 
“1 was invited to go this summer, bit 
because of a lack of money and time” 
it could not be arranged. 

“Hopefully by the 
1980...” she trailed off.
